or stamped theron the words “La- 
combe Dog Tax” and the figures 
indicating the year for which the 
license has been paid, toyetber 
with a namber vorrespooding with 
the number which the said dog or 
bitch is registered ia the booke of 
the Inspector. Every such owner 
shall pay for such license, metallic 
plate and registration for each doy 
tie suai of one dollar and for each 
bitch two dollars and every sacli 
license shall expire on the 30th 
day of April iu each year..

Generally the more dangerous a 
feat appears the more oarefully is 
all danger guarded against. In the 
"William Tell” act the’ thread is often 
tied to the assistant’s foot. When, 
again, the ash iseshot off a cigar 
which the assistant is smoking a 
piece of wire is pushed by his tongue 
through a hollow passage inthe cigar, 
thus thrusting off the ash at the mo- 
ment of firing. : 

A favorite but simple trick is the 
shooting from some distance at an 
orange held in a ladv’s hand. Great 
applause is invariably 
when the bullet drops out on her cut 
ting open the fruit. It is inserted by 
hand earlier in the evening. , 

Another popular trick is that of 
snuffing out lighted candles. Half a 
dozen are placed in front of a screen, 
in which as many sfnall holes are 
bored, one against each candle wick. 
At the moment of firing a confederate 
behind the screen sharply blows out 
each candle with a pair of bellows. 

In most instances where a ball or 
other object has to be broken on a 
living person’s head blank cartridge 
is used and the effect produced by 
other medns. A special wig with a 
spring conceal in it worked by a 
wire under the clothes is generally 
used, the confederate manipulating 
the spring simvltaneously with the 
firing of the rifle. As the ball is of 
extremely thin glass, a mere touch 
suffices to shatter it. 

In these evrhibitions some of the 
rifle “‘exnerts’”’ invite gentlemen from 
the audience to testify that the 
weapon is indeed loaded.

In five of the provinces it 
is under $30, being $27.50 in Mani- 
toba, $25 in Nova Scotia, $21.40 in 
New Brunswick, $20.40 in Saskatche- 
wan and $18.20 in Alberta. In Prince, 
Edward Island the average is $33.70 
per acre, in Quebec $41.90, in On- 
tario $47.30 and in British Columbia 
$76.10. Values are high in the last 
named province owing to compara- 
tively. large extent of farm land there 
in orchard and small fruits. 

The total value of farm animals in 
June was $530,000,000. The June price

The 
highest averages are reported for 
western provinces, where they reach 
about $300 per year for males and 
$160 for females.
